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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is the examiner's opinion that Molnar, alone or 
modified by Chang, anticipates or makes obvious applicant's claimed invention, as set forth in the final Office action. For example, Molnar 
clearly discloses a method for planarizing a surface which is formed on a substrate, the process comprising providing on the surface a 
liquid slurry composition comprising abrasive particles and solid lubricant particles, the amount of lubricant particles about 0.1 to about 
0.15% weight, and contacting the surface with a polishing pad (see column 15 lines 64 through column 18, lines 51; column 25, lines 5-7, 
and column 28, lines 5 through column 30, lines 50) Applicant argues that Molnar discloses a fixed abrasive pad. The examiner agrees 
that Molnar discloses that a fixed abrasive pad may be used, but also discloses that the pad is free of abrasive. Such disclosure is moot, 
as applicant has only claimed a polishing pad, and has not limited a specific type of pad. Applicant's argument that "to arrive at the 
present invention one would have to make specific fortuitous selections among a number of possible combinations" is not on point. 
Molnar discloses using a lubricant from the claimed group with a non abrasive polishing pad and an abrasive slurry. That Molnar offers 
disclosure of other embodiments does not negate the teaching that applicant's claimed invention is anticipated. 
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
